About Photosensitive Seizures 

A very small percentage of people may experience a seizure when exposed 
to certain visual images, including flashing lights or patterns that may 
appear in video games. Even people who have no history of seizures or 
epilepsy may have an undiagnosed condition that can cause these 
“photosensitive epileptic seizures” while watching video games.

The risk of photosensitive epileptic seizures may be reduced by sitting 
farther from the television screen, using a smaller television screen, 
playing in a well-lit room, and not playing when you are drowsy or fatigued. 
If you or any of your relatives have a history of seizures or epilepsy, consult 
a doctor before playing.

GETTING AROUND HAZZARD COUNTY 
Driving 



The General Lee gets more and more powerful as the game 
progresses. Here are a few tips to improve your driving technique. 

100° Turns 

To perform the trademark 100° turn on a dirt road when y’all 
are going real fast, ease off the gas, turn left or right, and pull 
the handbrake at the same time! Hold it. When your vehicle 
goes into a spin, you’ll turn a lot more if you let go of the 
steering. When you drive the more powerful vehicles, try using 
full throttle instead of the handbrake! 

Now if that ain’t exciting enough, try a 180° turn in reverse. 
Release from full reverse throttle, steer hard left or right, and 
step on the gas! This one takes some practice. 

Burnouts 

Y’all want to have some fun? When the car is stopped, jam down 
on the accelerator and burn rubber. ’Course, only the most 
powerful vehicles can do good burnouts. 

Stunts 

To make the jumps even more entertaining, try letting loose 
with a rebel yell by hitting the “Yee-haw!” button, or make the 
General whistle Pixie by hitting the Horn button. 











In-Game Map 

While you’re driving around Hazzard County, press the BACK 
button to quickly access a transparent map of Hazzard 
County. Just in case you need it. 

GENERAL MAYHEM 

Different driving techniques will come into play as your Dukes 
adventure unfolds. Race head-to-head against single or multiple 
opponents. Escape the police in high-speed chases. Jump and 
stunt your way acroee the county. Tail vehicles and avoid 
detection. Lure other drivers away. Pick up packages within a 
circle of stars in the colors of the good of U.S. of A. Knock over 
trash cans, hay bales, road signs - whatever you can find to 
raise a ruckus. 

FREE ROAM

• Go to the racetrack and beat the Double Zero’s time. 

• Y’all can put on a Stunt Show. Jumps are s cored based on 
height, distance, speed, and rotation. Sounding the horn 
during a stunt and landing in the right spot can earn you 
a bonus. 

• Drive lickety-split from one place to another in Lightning 
Time Trials. 

• Find Rosco’s Smokey Dear Traps in sneaky spots around the 
county. Try and outrun as many police cars as you can. 


VEHICLE DAMAGE 

Y’all will notice that hitting roadside objects, buildings, and 

other vehicles will damage your vehicle. Take too much damage 

and you won’t be able to go nowhere. Luckily, the damage don’t 

last for long and y’all can be on your way. 

HINTS AND TIPS 

• Drive through the circle of black and white stars to finish 
an adventure. 

• Improve your stunt scores by going higher and faster while 
sounding the horn and landing well. 

• Practice high-speed U-turns to escape the police. 

• If y’all see a road sign pop up with a big X in a circle, y’all are 
going in the wron g direction. Make your way back to where 
you were before you went the wron% way. 

• Different vehicles have different speed and handling 
characteristics. Try using different vehicles when attempting 
stunts to get higher scores. 

• Sacrifice speed going into corners and power out of them, 
trying to keep the car straight for faster journey times. 

• Remember, taking a jump may flip you onto your roof and 
damage your vehicle. 

• Remember to use the BACK button to access the in¬ 
game map. 

• Every now and then, yellow road signs will pop up to help you 
find your way. 

• The General Lee is a powerful car. It takes skill and practice 
to blast along the roade of Hazzard County at full speed.
